Petrograd, August 2.—(Via London.)

Norfolk, Va. August 2.—The Ger- 
man merchant submarine Deutschland 
passed out the Virginia capes at 8:30 
o’clock tonight apparently unobserved 
by the allied warships waiting for her, 
and so far as known here, is now 
on her homeward voyage.

The Bremen, sister ship of the 
Deutschland, reported due here with 
the Deutschland’s departure, thus far 
has not appeared. 

The Deutschland’ started for the 
capes after arriving early today at a 
cove up Chesapeake bay.

Roger Casement, prior to the war, 
established a reputation through his 
investigation of the Congo and South 
American rubber atrocities committed 
on natives by Belgian and British rub- 
ber hurters.

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GERMANS DEPORT 
25,000 PERSONS 


Poignant Details of En- 
forced Exodus of Citizens 
From French Towns—Par- 
ents Separated From Their 
‘Children. 


Paris, August 2.—Poignant details of 
the deportation at an hour and a half’s 
notice of 25,000 citizens from the French 
towns of Lille, Roubaix and Tourcoing 
by the Germans last Easter are given 
in a French Yellow Book released for 
publication today. The German orders 
were for the people in certain districts 
of these towns to assemble in readi- 
ness for departure at their front doors, 
which were to be left open and none 
was to leave the house before 8 a m. 
The-orders stated that “all protests 
will be useless and any one trying to 
evade deportation will be pitilessly 
punished.” 

The victims in all cases were chosen 
arbitrarily by the officer in charge of 
the deporting party. Each person sin- 
gled. out for deportation was allowed 
60 pounds of baggage which it was rec- 
ommended should consist of utensils for 
eating and drinking, a blanket, good 
shoes and personal linen. If any one ex- 
eee@ this weight his or her whole ‘bag- 
gage was to be thrown aside. WLach 
bundle was to be made up separately 
for one person and supplied with a tag 
showing the address, name and number 
identity card. When at their destination 
the deported persons were allowed to 
write to their relatives once a month, 
The Yellow Book continues: 

Caused Greatest Anguish. 

“The measure caused the greatest an- 
guish and’ despair among the population 
of the notitied districts, while in some 
cases it led to madness. Many peopie 
became so ill they had to take to their 
beds. 

“Parents especially suffered tortures 
at seeing their wives, daughters and 
children of both sexes over the age of 
14 led away or packed into street cars 
promiscuously with bad characters of 
all sorts, maie and female, not kKnow- 
ing what was to be their destination 
or fate. The anguish was” renewed 
night after night during the ten days 
of Easter. 

“The protests of mayors and other of- 
ficials went unheeded. A bishop who 
intervened personally was told by a 
general; ‘You, bishop, shut up and be 
off.’ 

“At the beginning of the deporta- 
tions some girls or the aristocracy 
were seized, but they were soon re- 
lepse@ as Were also daughters in the 
hevses where German ofrficvisa were 
billeted. 

“At Roubaix the Prussian guard re- 
fused to participate in the raids and 
the work had to be done by the Sixty- 
fourth regimenht from Verdun. Some 
soldiers engaged in the deportation 
were even seen to shed tears. 

Many Young Women Taken. 

“4 large proportion of the young 
women taken belonged to the servant 
class, several of whom volunteered to 
zo in the place of their employers 
daughters. On the other hand, many 
young women of the better classes 
wanted to accompany the@servant girls 
of their family. When ose deported 
were conveyed to the railway station 
and loaded into the cattle iene they 
kept crying: ‘Vive la France,’ ahd sing- 
ing the ‘Marseillaise.’ ", 

Upward of 200 affidavits are ap- 
pendéd, each dealing with incidents, 
of which those making the affidavits 
had personal knowledge, charging 
that giris from the age vf 13 and up- 
ward and boys from a&@l were forced 
to labor in the fields from 6 o'clock in 
the morning to 6 in the evening; that 
they were badly fed and harshly 
treated, and that girls and women were 
kicked and whipped with a sort of 
cat o' nine tails..and sometimes 
knocked down. 

ne deposition affirms that deponent 
Was not mistreated, while another, 
that of a woman of 72 years, says she 
Was not roughly treated, although 
frequently threatened. One woman 
testifies that her husband died from 
excessive work and exhaustion. 


Neutrals Urged to Act. 


Summing up French opinion concern- 
ing what it defines as the German gov- 
ernment’s clear violation of The Hague 
conventions in deporting the popula- 
tions of Roubaix, Tourcoing and Lille, 
The Paris Temps affirms in substance 
that it is now up to the neutrals to 
insist upon observance of the conven- 
tions signed by them and by the bel- 
ligerents. 

“Neutrals are now informed,” the 
newspaper says, “and an occasion is 
gwiven to them to show how they con- 
eeive of their duty and. their right. 
Their record in the French Yellow

The commandant of the camp 
told the American representative that 
Moran, while intoxicated, attacked a 
guard, who shot him dead in self- 
defense. 

“On July 10 the American ambassy 
informed the government that another 
Irish prisoner, William Devlin, Mun- 
ster Fusiliers, had been shot at the 
Limburg working camp. When Am- 
bassador Gerard visited the camp in 
Moran 
the shooting of Devlin was concealed. 

“It is. important to note that, ac- 
cording to our information, both sol- 
diers had refused to join with Roger 
Casement in his proposed expedition 
to Ireland.”’ 

Baron Newton added that on July 
13 the British government had ad- 
dressed a mirong protest to the Ger- 
man government ‘against their action 
in placing obstacles in the way of 
Ambassador Gerard’s inquiries into the 
shooting of Moran and the concealment 
of Devlin’s death. 

“We demand an immediate inquiry

ECONOMIC SCREWS. 


Asquith Tells Commons Al- 
lies Are Preparing to Meet 
the German Trade System 
After War Ends. 


London, August 2—Premier Asquith 
on opening the discussion in the house 


of commons today on the resolutions 


of the Paris economic conference said 
the British government had entered 
the conference with two objects in 
view. The first was to convince the 
central powers that the entente allies, 
whatever their views on the economic 
policy, were resolved to wage war in 
complete unity and determination in 
economic as in military spheres. The 
second was to make preparations for 
the period following the declaration of 
peace in view of the known attitude 
and will of the Germans. 


Kyes Opened te German System, 

“Our eyes have been opened,” said 
the premier, “as to the meaning of 
the manifold ramifications of the Ger- 
man system of economic 
and commercial and 
of vital interests 
which, with advantage, this system 
could be put in time of Wwar.”’ 

Germany, Mr. Asquith Said, would be 
animated with the same Spirlt when 
the war was over. The Germans al- 
ready were organizing their industries 
for an attack on the markets of the 
entente allies, he said, and for a vigor- 
ous, if possible, attack On neutral 
markets. 

The Germans would start With ob- 
vious advantages, the premter 
tinued, through their action 
Stroying the works and factories in 
the invaded countries, and because of 
the fact that they had a large mari- 
time fleet safely interned in German 
and neutral ports, it would be neces- 
sary to make preparations for the 
coming of the peace and the resolu- 
tions of the conference represented the 
lines upon which these Preparations 
would proceed.

was in consultation with labor repre- 
sentatives with a view to the formu- 
lation Of an aiter-the-war policy in so- 
cial and industrial matters intended to 
seure a fairer distribution among all 
sinanee of the results of modern indus- 
ry. 

Premier Asquith said he was under 
an Obligation to see that the benefits 
of the new policy were apportioned 
fairly among all sections of the cam- 
munity. Labor was not represented 
specifically at the Paris conference, but 
the government would consult with la- 
bor at every stage of the formulation 
of an after-the-war policy. 

Reviewing the situation in general, 
Premier Asquith emphasized two points, 
first, the determination of the allies 
to obtain reparation -for devastated 
areas, and second, that “these resolu- 
tions are not aimed at neutrals.” 


Neutrals Need Not Fear. 


“The attention of the government.” 
continued the premier, “has been called 
to the fact that some apprehension has 
arisen in neutral countries, more es- 
pecially in the United States, with re- 
gard to these resolutions—-that these 
resolutions might be directed against 
neutrals. That is not the case. The 
resolutions contemplated only neces- 
Sary measures of self-defense against 
economic aggression threatening the 
allies’ most vital interests. and in car- 
rying them into effect every endeavor 
will be made to ensure neutrals against 
suffering.” 

There was no more hardened 
trader than he, said the premier, but 
no one could be blind to the fact that 
this war, with its upheaval of social, 
political and industrial conditions, sug- 
gested new problems and modifications 
in the solution of all problems. 

Sir Edward Carson expressed genera] 
approval of Premier Asquith’s state- 
ment. 

Sir John A. Simon, ex-secretary of 
state for home affairs, expresesd doubt 
whether all the free trade members in 
the cabinet approved the resolutions 
and he warned the house against. being 
hurried into an approval of the resolu- 
tions which might have ‘consequences 
very different from those expected in 
a spirit of righteous indignation with 
a despicable foe.” He also warned 
the house to do nothing likely to shift 
the trade center of the world from 
Great Britain to, sav, America. 

Colonel Winston Spencer Churchill, 
formerly home secretary and ex-first 
lord of the admiralty, said the only 
question was: “Is this a good war 
measure?’ In his opinion it was and 
the government proposals deserved 
whole-hearted and spontaneous ap- 
proval.

A delegation of suffragists saw the 
president yesterday and afterward in- 
dieaked they believed he would make 
anew statement on the question before 
th convention of the National Ameri- 
can Woman Suffrage association in 
September. At that time the policy 
to be pursued in &khe presidential cam- 
paign will be determined by the na- 
tional suffrage organization. 

Today Secretary Tumulty . discussed 
the /question with the president and 
afterward announced that Mr. Wil- 
son's position on the subject was un- 
changed. This position, as outlined 
several times to suffragist delegations 
within the last three years, is that 
while he favors votes for women, he 
is opposed to federal action, 

he president voted for woman's 
suffrage in New Jersey last year. 

It was indicated that today’s an- 
nouncement was final.

AUSTRIANS REPULSED, 
WITH HEAVY LOSSES. 


Rome, August 2.—(Via London.)—The 
Austrians suffered a severe defeat in 
Monday’s engagements in the Astico 
valley, the war office announced today. 
Their attacks on the Italian lines at 
Monte Seluggio, Castellatto and Monte 
Cimone were repulsed with’ extremely 
heavy losses for the attacking forces, 
the official statement declares. 

An Italian aerial. squadron dropped 
four tons of high explosives on the 
White Head torpedo and submarine 
works southwest of Fiume.in Hungary 
yesterday, seriously damaging the 
Plant, the announcement adds. 

The statement follows: 

“Further information received shows 
the serious nature of the defeat suf- 
fered by the enemy in the fighting 
in the Astico valley on Monday. After 
a heavy bombardment of the whole 
line between Tovo and the Assa valley, 
the enemy made demonstrations on 
Monte Seluggio and on Castellatto, 
aid attacked in force on Monte Cimone, 
— were defeated with very heavy 
OSS. 

“In the Tofana region the enemy 
again made fruitless efforts against 
Forcella wood and afterwards bom- 
barded Cortina d'Ampezzo. Our heavy 
artillery replied by bombarding vil- 
lages in the Drave valley. 

“In the upper Degno valley the en- 
emy artillery fired on Fornt Avoltri 
with incendiary shells. We retaliated 
by partially destroying Mauthen, in 
the Gail valley.

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GASOLINE RETAILERS 
FAIL TO COMPREHEND 


Consumers of gasoline in Atlanta, 
as well as retailers of the product, 
are scratching their heads trying to 
figure a tproblem, the solution of 
which appears simple enough—but the | 
answer to which is against all recog- 
nized rules of mathematics. The prob- 
lem confronting Atlanta has to do 
with the present price, or rather 
prices, of gasoline here, and the prices 
of the same commodity in Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn. 

At present, in Atlanta, consumers 
are paying 26 cents per gallon for 
60-62 gravity gas, and the retailers 
are paying 24 cents as the wholesale 
price. In Chattanooga, the same prod- 
uct retails at 23 cents, and wholesale 
at 21 cents, a difference of 3 cents per 
gallon. The margin of profit to the 
retailer is exactly the same per gallon, 
yet, to the consumer, the price is 2 
cents per gallon higher. 

This fact might be easily explained 
by the statement that there was a 
difference in the freight rates to the 
two cities from Port Arhur, Texas; 
Baton Rouge, lLa.; Wood River, IIL, 
and Whiting, Ind., from which cities 
the refineries ship the commodity. 
However, on good authority it is' 
stated that the rate is practically the 
same. Also, the same companies, the 
Standard Oil, the Gulf Refining and 
the Texas company, which supply the 
filling stations here, are the same 
companies which furnish the supply in 
Chattanooga. 

Local retailers are working on the 
problem, with the intention of pro- 
curing a solution which will, at least, 
allow Atlanta to get the commodity 
for the same price that Chattanooga 
pays, and they expect to enter a de- 
cided protest in favor of the local 
consumers.

Fulton Board Told That 
Immediate Relief Is Nec- 
essary on Road Between 
City Limits and Buckhead. 


Immediate relief of distressing con- 
ditions in the way of bad paving on 
Peachtree road proper, the main artery 
ret Fulton county, was urged at the Ful- 
ton county commissioners’ regular 
meeting yesterday, by a strong dele- 
gation of residents who live in the 
northern section of the county.

Board Plans Improvement, 

Although no action was taken by the 
board of commissioners after hearing 
rrom the delegation, Commissioner 5. B. 
‘Turman. declared that the board was 
planning to take some steps to better 
paving conditions on Peachtree road 
as soon as posshble. He said he thought 
that the board would tbe able to reach 
this work by September or October. The

plant, because of his desire to learn 
and progress. 

His mother, Mrs. A. J. Wurm, prior 
to the discovery of his body, had told 
newspaper men and detectives of his 
dislike of a class of men at the plant 
because of their profanity and, what 
he termed, uhfcouth manners. 

The theory has been advanced that 
he learned of some misdeed either 
planned or performed b a clique, 
which was later responsible for his 
death. In this regard Chief Lanford 
said Thursday afternoon: 

“We do not believe that the crime 
was committed by one man, nor that 
it was :a negro’s deed. It appears to 
have been designed, and. carried out 
after considerable deliberation. It is 
even probable that John Wurm was 
carried alive to the river edge, where 
his slayers undertook to either force 
some secret from him, or to compel 
him to bow to their will under penalty 
of death in the water. 


LANFORD’S 
THEORY. 


“Such crimes have been committed, 
and are on record in many of the 
biggest police departments in the 
country. Men who stood in the way 
of conspirators have been taken to the 
scene of their death, and, with hands 
tightly bound as were the Wurm boy’s, 
pushed to the brink of death in effort 
to force some secret from them.” 

This is borne out by friends and 
intimates of the boy, who tell of his 
stubborn determination, and of his 
unbending will. 

The negro Dogan is not suspected 
of the murder, it became knewn Wed- 
nesday, but it believed to know more 
than he has told. At any rate, evi- 
dence is expected from him which will 
shed light on certain information pos- 
sessed by the detectives, which they 
will not disclose. 

In addition to the investigation be- 
ing conducted along the Dagan angle, 
the detectives and county ‘police are 
making a probe of the home and of 
he associates of Ruby Smith, a 
negreas who runs a drink stand at her 
residence a short distance from the 
plant, to which John Wurm is believed 
to have gone the time of his disap- 
pearance for a bottle of soda.

The story of this quarrel 
was related by Mrs. Wurm, to whom it 
had been told by the boy a short time 
before the disappearance.

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WORSE THAN NOTHING! 
The Georgia house representatives 


yesterday passed a usury bill which may 


of 


fool somebody, but not the public at large. 

Under this bill, which the house enacted 
after considerable discussion, it is provided 
that if any bank or individual in this state 
charges a rate of interest in excess of the 8 
per cent allowed by law, such bank or indi- 
vidual shall, if called to account, forfeit the 
interest so charged. _ 

Suppose the prohibition forces had en- 
acted a law which provided that if a blind 
tiger were caught red-handed with a bottle 
or a dozen bottles of whisky in its posses- 
sion, the guilty party should simply forfeit 
the wet goods so found. In that event the 
prohibitionists would have been the laugh- 
ing stock of the state and blind tigers would 
have flourished more plentifully and more 
prosperously than ever before. 

The members of the house of representa- 
tives who have endeavored to deceive them- 
selves into the belief that they were fight- 
ing usury have only passed a bill to en- 
courage it. (Under it usury will flourish and 
blossom like the rose. Instead of protecting 
the borrower against extortion, the house of 
representatives has doomed him to it. 

What borrower—unless of a very large 
sum—who might be charged anywhere from 
10 to 500 per cent on his loan, as has often 
been the case, would employ a lawyer, pay 
a fee and go into court to save not the 
principal, but the interest only, when he 
knew at the same time that he would be 
perhaps forever barred from borrowing 
again? | 

The dictionary would be exhausted in 
the effort to find words to express the utter 
absurdity of the house action in enacting this 
bill. Instead of protecting the people, that is, 
those of them who need protection, it offers 
them up as a sacrifice to the usurer and 
the money shark. For the man who does 
not need protection it is valueless; he gets 
his money at a reasonable rate, anyhow. 
For the farmer, the laborer and otherg who 
do need the law back of them, the house 
dill offers a stone where they ask for bread. 
Not one in a thousand of them will sue to 
recover usurious interest which they have 
contracted to pay, knowing full well it will 
mean they cannot borrow again. 

If the house of representativeg really 
meant to pass a bill which would put an 
end to usury in thig state it should recon- 
sider its absurd action and do what it may 


Bave thought, at least, it set out to do. 


WHERE HUGHES STANDS. 


‘There is one thing, if nothing else, that 
ig certain regarding the attitude of Repub- 
lican Candidate Charles E. Hughes, on na- 
tional questions, and that is he is unques- 
tionably and unalterably in favor of woman 
suffrage. 

- In his various and sundry communica- 
tions given out for public consumption he 
bas two or three or four times declared he 
stood for woman suffrage, and then empha- 
sized his declaration by repetition. 

Woman guffrage and abuse of President 
Wilson are the only two noticeable elements 


o.. in his public utterances or his letters writ- 
_ fen to go to the peopie through the press. 


It is admitted that he is against Presi- 
dent Wilson. It could not well be otherwise, 
since he is seeking to defeat him for the 
presidency. But when one opponent attacks 


_ gpother it would seem to be required by the 
_ proprieties, at least, that he should he 
 @@anly enough to state specifically what he 


would have done had he been in his oppo- 


hent’s place. 


This Mr. Hughes has sedulously avoided. 
He unhesitatingly pronounces wrong every- 


thing President Wilson has done with re- ) 


spect to Mexico; but upon what he should 
have done or what Hughes would have done 
in Wilson’s place he is noticeably silent and 
apparently with design. It is so as to our 
European complications; it is the same with 
every great question with which this coun- 
try has had to deal under Mr. Wiléon’s ad- 
ministration. 

The country doesn’t know to this day, 
and the probability is it will never know, 
just what Mr. Hughes would have done had 
he been in the white house in place of Mr. 
Wilson. He has been repeatedly asked to 
say, but he has ignored the interrogatory. 

But Mr. Hughes has left us in no doubt 
as to his attitude on woman suffrage. We 
know beyond question he is for it. We 
commend his fearless heroism. 

At the same time we may appropriately 
suggest there are one or two other subjects 
upon which the voters of this country, or at 
least some of them, to whom he is appealing 
for election, would like to know both his 
views and the course of action he would 
suggest regarding them. 

As yet neither Mr. Hughes the candidate 
nor Mr. Hughes the man has seen fit to tell 
them. 


THE “‘TRADING STAMP” BILL. 
With 135 members of the house of repre- 
sentatives, or considerably more than a two- 
thirds majority, pledged to enact the Dill 
prohibiting the use of trading stamps and 
premium coupons in Georgia, the friends 
ang advocates of this measure seem to be 
having a hard time bringing it to a vote. 

Georgia merchants want it and Georgia 
legislators are pledged to enact it, and yet 
there is some mysterious influence which 
prevents the measure from coming out into 
the open and securing a fair legislative 
vote. 

What these influences are we do not 
pretend to specifically designate; but we do 
say that unless this measure is brought to 
a fair and a square test somebody will have 
some interesting questions to answer some 
time. 

The trading stamp proposition appeals 
to the spirit of gambling in human pature, 
and nothing else. It plays upon the igno- 
rance and the credulity of the people, and 
seeks, often with success, to make them 
think they are getting something for noth- 
ing, when as a matter of fact they are being 
taxed and taxed heavily to build wealth and 
prosperity for the concerns which sell the 
stamps and the premiums that go with 
them. 

There is nobody in this state, in this 
country or anywhere else, who is giving 
away something of value for nothing; and 
the sooner the consumer gets this idea 
firmly fixed in his mind, the better off he 
will be. ™ 

The only effect of the trading stamp evil 
is to cut down the legitimate profits of reg- 
ular retail trade and to make the consumer 
pay for something which, nine times out of 
ten, would not buy except for the appeal to 
the gambling spirit and inculcation of the 
belief that he is getting a thing of value 
without having: to pay for it. 

The whole system is built upon deception 
through appeal to this gambling instinct. If 
we are going to encourage this spirit in one 
form, why enact laws against gambling at 
all? Why not open wide the doors and 
legalize gambling that would be really 
worth while? 

“It is the desire of retail merchants of 
Georgia,” say resolutions enacted by their 
organization, “that the industry of Georgia, 
including Georgia merchants and Georgia 
manufacturers, as well as the buying public, 
shall be protected and safeguarded against 
‘cutthroat’ practices, whereby it is necessary 
for said merchants and manufacturers to 


enter into deception by fooling their cus- 


tomers into the belief that they are getting 
‘something for nothing.’ ”’ 

To this end and in order to terminate 
the unjust’and unfair competition which the 
trading stamp proposition has built up, 


Georgia merchants are asking the legisla. 
ture to prohibit the further use of this sys- 
tem in the state. Their request is a rea- 
sonable and meritorious one. It is impos- 
sible to conceive of a situation in which a 
legislature gives its overwhelming majority 
pledge to this enactment, and yet carelessly 
permits the measure to be lost through in- 
attention. 

If this bill is not put through now Geor- 
gia merchants the state over are going to 
seek and find out the reason why.

The Old Capitol Route 
Becomes Eastern Division 
Of the Dixie Highway 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 2.—(Special.) 
Judge M. M. Allison, president Dixie Highway 
association, has received a letter from Commis- 
sioner W. T. Arfderson, of Macon, concurring 
in the recommendation of Commissioner 
Clark Howell for the relocation of the East- 
ern division of the Dixie Highway south of 
Atlanta. ° 

President Allison will at once take up 
With theg county authorities between Atlan- 
ta and illedgeville via Decatur, Conyers, 
Madison and Eatonton the matter of making 
the necessary guarantees to put this route 
in a travelable condition for the twelve 
months of the year, and otherwise complying 
with the specifications of the Dixie Highway 
association, 

As soon as the assurances are in hand 
this route will be forma]ly declared as part 
of the Eastern division of the Dixie High- 
way in Georgia connecting with the present 
Eastern division at Milledgeville and making 
practically a straight line from Atlanta to 
Savannah via Milledgeville and Louisville 
over what is known as the “Old Capitol 
Route.” 

The directors of the Dixie Highway some 
time ago abolished the Eastern division as 
first declared between Atlanta and Macon 
Via Stockbridge, McDonough and Jackson, 
connecting with the Western division at 
Forsyth. 

Counties Would Not Co-Operate. 

Co-operation could not be secured from 
the counties between Atlanta and Macon over 
that route to build a passable all-year-round 
road. The trouble was that for thirty miles 
south of Atlanta the Western division ran 
through Clayton county via Jonesboro, and 
for about 30 miles north of Macon the West- 
ern division operated through Monroe coun- 
ty via Forsyth. Neither Monroe nor Clay- 
ton counties could be interested in building 
and maintaining a competing road through 
their own counties, both, however, strongly 
committing themselves to the maintenance 
of the Western division, which runs straight 
along the line of the Central railroad and 
which now becomes the main stem division 
of the Dixie Highway between Atlanta and 
Macon. 

Other Route Much Interested. 

For several months past the people of De- 
Kalb, Rockdale, Newton, Madison and Mor- 
gan counties have interested themselves in 
having the highway through these counties 
to Milledgeville made the Eastern division of 
the Dixie Highway in place of the division 
between Atlanta and Macon, recently abol- 
ished. This route passes right at the foot 
of ‘Stone Mountain, one of the great national 
wonders of the world and an object of much 
interest for tourists. 

A strong organization was effected in 
each county with Colonel B. W. Hunt, of 
Eatonton, as chairman to secure guarantees 
by every county that if this link were ac- 
cepted’ as the fastern division every mile 
of the road from Milledgeville to Atlanta 
would be made to meet every requirement 
of the Dixie Highway. 

Now tnat the two Georgia commissioners 
have assented, the route will be officially de- 
clared as soon as the guarantees are filed 
with President Allison, and President Hunt 
extends the assurance that immediate attten- 
tion will be given to this. 


DIXIE HIGHWAY VIA KNOXVILLE 
IN SIGHT OF EARLY COMPLETION 
Knoxville, Tenn., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Marked progress is being made along the 
eastern front between Cincinnati and Knox- 
ville. Judge Hammond, in command of the 
Dixie Highway forces in Knox county, hy., 
has sent back the message that after a year’s 
delay an agreement has been reached with 
the state highway department and that work 
would be started on the entire mileage througn 
that county just as soon as the contract 
can be let. This county has had the money 
for over a year. Judge Asher, of Bell coun- 
ty, adjoining, whose progress in opening up 
the way from the Tennessee line to Knox 
county was temporarily halted at Pineville 
by an unfavorable decision on their supple- 
ment bond issue, reports that the state will 
give him reinforcement in the nature of 100 
state convicts which will enable him to com- 
plete his work. Judge J. G. Baxter, of Mad- 
ison, and G. M. Ballard, of Rockcastle coun- 
ties, marshaled their forces at their county 
lines July 27 to open up the highway between 
Berea and Mt. Vernon.

On Protecting Georgia Forests 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial, pub- 
lished July 27 on “Georgia’s Forests,” touches 
a vital spot. Il only wish that this timely ed- 
itorial would sink deeply into the minds of 
every citizen of Georgia. 

The very fact that Senator Haralson’s bill 
provides for the educational feature of the 
forest problem and offers a plan under which 
the state may be protected in the future 
against forest destruction and waste, should 
arrest the attention of the public and cause 
every citizen to ponder well the question: 
“Why are the vast timber resources of Geor- 
gia unprotected when wastefulness can not 
only be checked but the future supplies of 
wood and lumber made to have greater val- 
ues, and what part are we taking in this 
prsent destruction through ignorance or 
neglect of duty, whether we are timber own- 
ers or not?” 

This great destructive waste, whether it 
comes from a desire to realize profits quick- 
ly, or through a possible ignorance of and a 
disregard for the laws of nature, can be met 
by intelligent plans for future protection 
against dumage to forests. Timber owners 
throughout the state could profit by the ma- 
terial aid which federal co-operation would 
render them, and every citizen of Georgia 
should welcome the enactment of a good for- 
estry law, since every industry in the state 
must use wood in one form or another, 
and no individual can be independent uf wod 
during his or her existence “from the cradle 
to the coffin.” 

The state of North Carolina is making 
rapid strides in forestry and her new law, 
together with the new jaws of Virginia and 
Kentucky, should serve as models for vther 
southern states as well as a challenge to 
them to do their plain duty, The southeast 
is not only rich in forest rvsources but con- 
ditions here are most favorable for their 
prese*vation., 

Georgia not only has great areas of south- 
ern pine wnich j# the principal softwood used 
in fully two-thirds of tne country east or tne 
plains, but Georgia als“ has great areas 
clothed in the most valuable of nardwoods.

‘ Protest Against Further 
Mutilization of County 


Press of State Urges Passage. 


Of Bill to Exempt College 
Endowments From Taxation 


Editor Constitution: Citizens and county 
officials of Montgomery county are justly 
indignant at the editorial misstatement of 
facts contained in Monday's issue of The Ma- 
con Telegraph, touching the proposed 
“Treutlen” county, as affecting Mont- 
gomery county, from which part of 
the territory is asked. Surely a more 
glaring effort to deceive the public mind 
has never appeared in a Georgia dally. 
With no specific interest in Montgomery 
county, The Macon Telegraph has no right 
to attack its interests, and as a citizen in 
common with over a thousand others, I begs 
to correct, through your medium, some of 
the errors promulgated by The Telegraph, 
leaving the subject for the better judgment 
of the assembly, that the question of division 
may be decided on its merits (or rather de- 
merits). The question of capital removal 
does not enter into the proposition, we do 
not cater to political sympathy; we want 
justice and the preservation of common 
rights. We do not ask Atlanta to bear our 
burden, however righteous the cause may be; 
and we shall not allow The Macon Tele- 
graph's vicious and unwarranted attack to 
go unresented (thanks to the liberality of 
the Atlanta dailies). 

Montgomery county is pleading for the 
preservation of the small territory remaining 
from former divisions, that progress may 
mark conditions and not decadence. A Sworn 
statement from the chairman of county com- 
missioners (available to the assembly) shows 
tax values for Mongomery county for the 
present year to be $2,806,645, likewise an in- 
debtedness of $40,000. The new Hudgins 
map of Montgomery county shows an area 
of 374.5 square miles, oblong, an average 
width of ten miles, the entire western 
and southern boundary being the Oconee 
river and its attendant swamps. The pro- 
posed county seat of the new county is 
Soperton, connected with the original county 
seat, Mt. Vernon, a distance of sixteen miles, 
by a magnificent highway, running through 
the county north and south. This road, built 
at a cost of $1,000 per mile, making the drive 
from Soperton to Mt. Vernon a matter of 
thirty minutes. Thg automobile has solved 
the problem of distance and time, and there 
is no demand for a railroad between these 
two towns. 

The vote of the people, 
never elected a representative on the issue 
of county division, but to the contrary, the 
present incumbent's published card, affirming 
that he would not foster or advocate division, 
against the wishes of the people, is already 
familiar to the assembly. A similar an- 
nouncement from his father, senator from an 
adjoining district, is now before the house— 
also too plain for discussion or doubt. The 
people have passed on the question, and there 
is no further ground for quibbling. The 
Telegraph's statement that there is no oppo- 
sition to “Treutlen’’ county save that ema- 
nating from Mt. Vernon is the veriest rot, 
and unbecoming in a daily newspaper, whose 
editors, in their venomous assault on the 
truth, show very plainly that they have no 
knowledge of conditions in Montgomery coun- 
ty. This wild assertion is a fabrication of 
the most malignant type. Its statement that 
the official mouthpiece of Montgomery coun- 
ty favors “Treutlen” is intended to deceive 
the few who may not know that the county 
paper has fought for eleven years to pre- 
serve Montgomery county, and still protests 
against the final ruin of this once favored 
section, for the benefit of the few. Construc- 
tion is the work of an age; destruction is 
but the labor of moments. Imagine the won- 
der of our Scotch foreparents, could they 
arise and view the work of the past few 
years—this territory hacked up into insignifi- 
cant bits. Or what would the immortal Troup 
say if he, the great advocate of state rights, 
could view the present surroundings of his 
latter days—the footprints of individual in- 
terests drawing near his final resting place 
in the bosom of Montgomery county terri- 
tory, which he loved.” Evidently there is no 
regard for the teachings of Troup, as far as 
local application is concerned. Division is 
reflection on his memory, and on the memory 
otf Richard Montgomery. 

Attention of the house is called to the 
official maps suspended near the main en- 
trance of the hall, together with the affi- 
davit of the former chairman of the county 
executive committee, as to the expression of 
the ‘people of Montgomery county against di- 
vision, made at the ballot box,’ prior to the 
introduction of the present bill by Senator 
Gillis, of kmanuel county, and supported by 
his son in the house, both of whom are 
ledged not to enter into any move resulting 
n the. ruination of Montgomery county. Ruin- 
ation would be the result. Had the senate 
gained such information as has been to a 
great extent accepted by the house, the peo- 
ple of Montgomery county would not now 
be called upon to make such a strong fight 
for their rights. Their condition must 
relieved by sober-minded men who must real- 
ize ere this that there is positively no demand 
for the creation of “Treutlen"” county, as far 
as Montgomery is concerned, in order to sat- 
isfy the whims of a few property owners. 
Justice calls for the attention of the house; 
every Georgian should feelan interest in the 
defeat of such a flagrant move. The people 
of Montgomery county are not slaves, that 
their rights should be usurped, therefore we 
trust that before again dismembering this 
old county, battle-scarred.and already tot- 
tering, the Georgia assembly will refer to 
the true condition and facts involved. Rec- 
ommendations of parties at interest, whether 
official or otherwise, count for nothing. Ap- 
ply the golden rule and save a long-suffer- 
ing people, that the waste places may be re- 
stored and the walls of her civic structure 
remodeled for future public benefit.

Of No Especial Interest, 
Baiburt Is Famous in War 


Washington, July (?).- —Baiburt, the 
Turkish city of Asia Minor, where the Rus- 
sians are reported to have gained a signal 
advantage recently, is the subject of the fol- 
lowing war geography bulletin issued by 
the National Geographic Society from Wash- 
ington: 

“Situated on both banks of the Churuk 
river, which rises nearby and flows northeast 
into the Black sea at Batum after a course 
of 200 miles, Baiburt was a town of 196,000 
inhabitants at the beginning of the war. It 
owes whatever commercial importance it pos- 
sesses to the productive agricultural lands 
in its vicinity and to the fact that the car- 
riage road running from Trebizond to Erze- 
rum passes through it, the latter city lying 
50 miles in an airline to the southeast and 
Trebizond about the same distance to the 
northwest. Surrounding the town is a fertile 
plateau having an elevation of nearly a mile 
above the Black sea, which would be almost 
visible to the north were it not for the Pontic 
range of mountains. Erzingan is 50 miles to 
the southwest. 

Of No Interest te Traveler. 

“With practigally no industries and with 
only a poor baar, Baiburt offers no points 
of special interest to the traveler. Even the 
castle which crowns a mass of rocks on 
the left bank of the Churuk is a crumbling 
ruin, the relic of days when Armenians and 
Seljiks ruled this region. But the city is of 
historic significance as the most westerly 
point reached by the Russian army under the 
renowed General Ivan Fedorovich Paskevich 
in the Russo-Turkish war of 1828-29. The 
oecupation of Baiburt by\General Paskevich 
marked the culmination o€ a brilllant cam- 
paign which in some respéets parallels the 
present westward drive of the czar’s forces. 
While the Black sea fleet bombarded and 
seized Poti, just as Trebizond was occupied 
many months ago, Paskevich advanced from 
Tiflis and in the course of a two seasons’ 
campaign captured Okhalzik and Ardahan, 
just as Erzerum was forced to yield in the 
present struggle. 

Baiburt of Military Importance. 


“The Grand Duke Nicholas, under whose 
direction the Russian troops are fighting on 
the Baiburt plateau, has a keen historic in- 
centive in the triumphs associated with the 
name of Paskevich. This great soldier be- 
came an aid-de-camp to his czar at the age 
of 18, and when only 23 years old took part 
in the battle of Austerlitz, having accom- 
panied the Russian expedition sent to aid 
the Austrians against Napoleon. He was a 
general officer at the age of 30, and after a 
distinguished share in the battle of Leipzig 
he became a lieutenant —< 

The first of his exploits in the Dattle- 
ground where the grand duke is now fight- 
ing, was his brilliant conduct of the cam- 
paign against Persia in the war of 1826, and 
when, 4wo years later, after the shah had 
heen forced to sue for peace, Russia began 
her are against the Turks, Paskevich was 
placed supreme command of the Asia 
Minor million rubles, a diamond- 
mounted sword and the title of Count of 
Erivan were among the gifts showered upon 
the soldier who was now a field marshal at 
the age of 47, having brought his campaign 
to a close at Baiburt. Two years later Pas- 
kevich was created Prince of Warsaw, and 
was entrusted with the viceroyalty of Poland. 
Sych was the distinguished career of a Rus- 
sian officer on the Caucasus frontier, and 
such his Little Father’s recognition of his 

‘hievements. 
Sew hamakbater mentioned as the scene of 
a violent night battle at the same time that 
the Russians were driving the Turks from 
the heights east of Baiburt, is 30 miles south 
of the latter city and half way between 
Erzingan and Erzerum.”

Legislators Seek to Make Pro- 
vision Whereby the State’s 
Printing Can Be Done. 


Pending the outcome of the injunc- 
tion proceedings instituted against the 
State by Charles P. Byrd, printer, to 
prevent the state from awarding the 
next two years’ printing contract to 
the Index Printing company, joint 
resolutions were introduced in both 
the house and the senate Wednesday 
to make provision whereby the state 
could have its printing done. 

The temporary injunction which was 
served Tuesday upon the state print- 
ing commission, composed of Secretary 
of State Phil Cook, Comptroller Gen- 
eral William A, Wright and state 
Treasurer William J. Speer, will come 
up for a hearing before Judge George 
Bell, of the civil division of kulton 
superior court, either next Friday or 
Saturday, the date having not yet been 
detinitely determined. 

Will Attack Ruling. 

In this suit Colonel E. E. Pomeroy, 
attorney for Byrd, will attack the rul- 
ing of Attorney General Clifford 
Walker, upon which the contract was 
awarded to the Index Printing com- 
pany, the low bidder, the effect of this 
ruling being that although sSuperin- 
tendent of Schools M. L. Brittain had, 
until a few hours prior to the award- 
ing of the contract, owned stock in 
the Index comcern, the fact that he had 
disposed of this stock and severed his 
connection with the concern relieved 
the awarding of the contract frum any 
Violation of the code section which 
provides that no such contract snall 


of \ 


be awarded to a concern in which a 
State official is interested. 

At the time Attorney General Walker 
handed down this opinion it was not 
Known to the commission, and the at- 
torney general did not reveal the fact 
in his opinion which mentioned only 


owned stock 
in the Index company until a few hours 
prior to the awarding of the.contract. 

The resolution in the house by Grif- 
fin, of WVecatur, would provide for 
the extension of the past ar- 
rangement with Byrd, former state 
printer, for a period of fifteen days 
until the status of the contract can be 
fixed by the court. 

The* senate resolution would provide 
for having the state’s printing done by 
the piece, and was introduced by Sena- 
tor McCrory, but was ruled out of order 
because it sought, by resolution, to 
amend a general law. 


Commission Makes Statement. 


Following the publication in Wea- 
nesday’s Constitution of the status of 
the contract, the state printing com- 
mission Wednesday issued the tollow- 
ing Statement and forwarded it to 
the chairmen of the senate and house 
committees having printing matters in 
charge: 

“To the Public: Regarding an article in 
the morning paper entitled ‘State BEnjoined 
From Accepting Low Printing Bid,’ the 
commissioners of public printin beg to 
make the following statement: Frere has 
been no irr larity in the advertising for 
and the recé™ving of bids. The law daesig- 
nates the first Tuesday in August as the 
time when the commission shall meet and 
make the printing contract. The commis- 
the customary hour in the 
office of the chairman, the bids were open- 
ed.and read in the presence and hearing 
of the bidders. At the conciusion of read- 
ing the bids it was apparent that the bid 
of the Index Printing company was so 
much lower than any other bid that it was 
the duty of the commissioners under the 
law and in the interest of the state to ac- 
cept the same. At this juncture objection 
was made to the consideration of the bid 
of the Index Printing company by Mr. 
Byrd, on the ground that a state officer, 
Mr. Brittain, was a stockholder in that 
company, this fact making the bid illegal 
and void. We then cailed for the attorney 
general, stated the objection urged and 
asked him to advise the commission as to 
the legality of the question raised. The at- 
torney general, after investigation and con- 
sideration of same, advised the commission 
that inasmuch as Mr. Brittain had dis- 
posed of his stock prior to the opening and 
consideration of the bids and would have 
no interest directly or remotely in any 
contract the state might enter into with 
the Index Printing company, he considered 
the bid of the said Index Printing company 
a legal bid and that the commissioners 
would be justified in entering into a con- 
tract with the said company. 

“The commissioners wish to state that 
they had no knowledge of the fact that any 
state officer owned stack or was in any 
way interested in the Index Printing com- 
pany until after the bids were opened and 
read and objection made as heretofore 
stated, nor that the attorney general had 
ever owned stock in the said company un- 
til this statement occurred in public print. 
The commissioners are of the opinion that 
the Index bid was made in good faith—it 
is decidedly the lowest bid and it is to the 
interest of the state that the same be ac- 
cepted. The commissioners’ hands, how- 
ever, have been tied with a temporary in- 
junction restraining them from making any 
contract and the state is now confronted 
with the condition that it has no state 
printer; that the general assembly is in 
session requiring the immediate printing of 
important and necessary documents and the 
state departments are in consequence em- 
barrassed in the discharge of their official 


duties.

SENATE FAVORS REPEAL 
TAX EQUALIZATION ACT 


Pass Stovall’s Measure 30 to 7. 
People Will Vote on 
Question. 


By a vote of 30 to 7 the senate yes- 
terday morning passed the bill of Sena- 
tor Stovall, of the thirteenth district, 
repealing the tax equalization act of 
1913 carrying an amendment by Sena- 
tor Pickett, of the forty-first, sub- 
mitting the question to the voters of 
the state at the next general elec- 


' tion. 


The referendum amendment of Sena- 
tor Pickett was passed by a vote of 
31 to 4. On the bill as amended the 
following is the way the senate voted: 

For the repeal: Adams, Bailey, Bon- 
ner, Boykin, Buchannan, Dobbs, Fagan, 
Fletcher, Gillis, Goolsby, Haralson, 
Harbin, Harrison, Holden, Moon, Mc- 
Crory, McFarland, McLaughlin, Paulk 
of the sixth, Paulk of the fifteenth, 
Peacock, Pickett of the forty-first, 
Smith, Stovall, Thomas, Tison, Tracy, 
Trammell and Ward—3s30. 

Against the repeal: Akin, 
Mangham, Minter, Pickett 
eleventh, Way and Wren—7. 

‘The present tax inequalization law 
should be repealed and a tax equaliza- 
tion law put in its place,” said Senator 
Moon. “Everybody knows I have 
fought for real equalization and no- 
body can dispute that fact, but I am 
compelied to vote for the repeal of 
the present law, since it does not 
equalize.” 
“Il have tried to get some amendment 

make this eyualization law more 
perfect and have tailed, but I hope 
and trust you will not repeal it. § It 
would throw the state of Georgia Into 
such a state of chaos as she has never 
known before,” argued Senator Way. 

“You didn't mean to refer to the law 
as an equalization act, did you? Didn't 
you mean to call it an inequalization 
act?’ queried Senator Moon. 


“Present Law Better Than No Law.” 


“] don’t care what you call it, but 
I do know that our present law is a 
better one than no law at all, and a 
reversion to our old system of col- 
lecting taxes would be a catastrophe.” 

>penator Thomas said: “I have voted 
for every amendment to perfect this 
bill and every one of them has been 
voted down. The people of our state 
are not satisfied with it as it stands 
and it ought to be repealed. The Good 
Book. tells us that where our treasures 
are, there also are our hearts, and 
this is particulanly applicable to some 
of our senators. If 1 wanted to shoot 
some ,.of these senators through the 
heart 1 would aim for their pocket- 
book. 

“The present law touches nobody in 
the world but the fellow who has a 
twenty-acre farm, a bob-tail’ bull, a 
wife and ten children. The rich man 
is not affected by it. The poor fellow 
has nothing to cover up and conse- 
quently the law gets him while the 
rich man is dodging’ taxes.” 

“Don't you agree with Joe Cannon 
when he said ‘Let the poor people pay 
the. taxes since they don’t Kick?” 
asked Senator Moon. 

“Undoubtedly that's the theory 
the tax equalization act of 1913." 

“As a matter of fact don’t you know 
that the real reason why the law has 
not worked effectively is due to the 
inefficient work of the tax assessors,”’ 
questioned Senator Way. 

“No, sir, I do not. No public officer 
is ever elected in this state but that 
he is constantly ‘hunching’ some one 
in the side for the sake of politics. 
What to do if you want to get out of 
paying a fair value on your property 
is to buy land next to some owned 
»y the chairman of the tax assessors 
of your county.” 

Senator Adams said that the main 
cause for the inefficacious operation 
law was the injudicious selec- 
tion of the tax assessors, who were 
absolutely ignmorant of the real value 
of property. a 

“You all Know I am for the tax act 
of 1913. I would hate to see its re- 
peal, because | do not want to see 
Zeorgia retrograde. There was abso- 
iutely no system in the old method of 
pegs yg taxes and no big business 
can B® run without system. Let’s re- 
peal some of Georgia’s worthless laws: 
let's not repeal the ‘best law you've 
got in Georgia. The senator from the 
thirtieth is like a bull when a red 
flag is waved at him whenever taxa.- 
tion is mentioned. Since he is so sane 
on most questions, I am _ surprised 
that he is always off on taxation,” re- 
marked Senator Akin. 


People Will Decide. 


Senator Pickett, of the forty-first, 
stated that he would vote for the 
repeal of the measure if his amemnd- 
ment placing the question before the 
people of the state at the next gen- 
eral election passed, but not otherwise. 
Senator Pickett, of the eleventh, a 
signer of the minority report, wag 
strenuously opposed to the repeal as 
were Senators Minter and Wren. 

in favoring the repeal of the act 
Senator Boykin said, “this discussion 
reminds me of a steamboat that had 
a whistle twenty feet long and boiler 
six feet long and every time she blew 
the whistle she had to stop half an 
hour to get up enough steam to go 
on.”’

PLACE ON CALENDAR 
DENIED STAMP BILL 


House Amazed by Action 
of Rules Committee in Re- 
fusing Position to Anti- 
Trading Stamp Measure. 


Wonder at the tardiness of the rules 
committee of the house in setting upon 
the calendar of the house the Hutche- 
son anti-trading stamp bill turned 
to utter amazement yesterday when 
the rules committee after returning 
a report setting the bill for twelfth 
place on the calendar subsequently met 
and withdrew the bill from this posi- 
tion, again leaving it without the ves- 
tige of a chance‘ of being heard at 
this session of the general assembly, 
unless the committee should change 


its action. 

The rules committee for the session 
of the house Wednesday afternoon 
framed a report carrying the Hutcheson 
bill on the calendar, placing it‘at the 
foot of a list of twelve measures. This 
report gave the bill the ghost of a 
showing, the majority of the’ eleven 
bills preceding it being of such a char- 
acter as to require little debate. Six 
of these measures were disposed of 
at the afternoon session, 

All of a sudden, however, there was 
Another meeting of the rules commit- 
tee and when the meeting was over 
the anti-trading stamp bill was no 
longer fixed upon the calendar. This 
was quite the most startling develop- 
ment of the entire day's session of the 
legislature.

Megahee Makes Reply. 


In reply to this Mr. Megahee said: 

“If there is anybody who doubts that 
there is a large lobby operating in the 
corridors of the statehouse and among 
the members of the yveneral assembly 
for the death of the anti-trading stamp 
bill, I commend to his consideration the 
history and the present status of the 
Hutcheson bill in the house and the 
Moon bill in the senate. It will take 
but little investigation to show that 
this large and insidious lobby has 
been and is at work.

BILL SEFKS TO REGAN 


Swift Will Push Bill Aimed at 
Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas. 


Mr. Swift, of Muscogee, author of a 
bill to oust the tracks of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and ‘Texas Pacific 
railroad from the right of way of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad in Ten- 
nessee, announced yesterday that he 
will ask that this bill be set for con- 
sideration by the house within the 
next few days. 

The ‘bill has already received the 
favorable recommendation of the 
house committee on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and is regarded as 
one of the important pieces of Western 
und Atlantic legislation pending. The 
bill seeks to recover for the exclusive 
use of the state road about four miles 
of right of way from Boyce to Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn. Under an act of the 
legislature of 1879, the Cincinnati, New 
Qrieans and Texas Pacific has occu- 
pied this strip of state’s property for 
more than thirty-five years, although 
that road now owns an ample right of 
way for its purposes parallel and ad- 
jacent to the Western and Atlantic 
right of way. The bill of Mr. Swift 
seeks to repeal the act of October 8, 
ieee, renting the C.. = GO a2 TT... PR 
then the Cincinnati Southern, the use 
of this property, and there is a possi- 
bility of this move béing made the 
basis of a fight by the foreign road. 

It appears that the Cincinnati South- 
ern obtained the right to use the right 
of way of the Western and Atlantic 
for the mere asking, and without re- 
muneration to the state, it being rep- 
resented that the Cincinrrati Southern 
when completed would be a grand 
trunk line of great benefit to the state 
of Georgia, forming a most important 
feeder and becoming practically an ex- 
tension of the Western and Atlanrie 
railroad. 

The bill of Mr. Swift sets forth that, 
instead of proving of such benefit to 
the state and the state’s road, the Cin- 
cinnati Southern is a direct, aggres- 
sive and important competitor of the 
Western and Atlantic for traffic mov- 
ing between the south and the west. 

The bill would repeal the act grant- 
ing this use of the Western and At- 
lantic right of way to the Cincinnati 
Southern, and would empower § the 
Western and Atlantic railroad com- 
mission to agree with the Cincinnati 
road upon a date by which it shal] 
have removed its tracks and other 
properties from the right of way 
the Western and Atlantic road. 

It is pointed out that this will not 
be a matter of great inconvenience or 
inordinate expense to the Cincinnati 
Southern, for the reason that it now 
owns a right of way adjoining that of 
the Western and Atlantic.

CY YOUNG STILL 
HOLDS HITLESS 
INNINGS MARK 


In the calendar of baseball the third 
of August is set apart as sacred to the 
baseball memory of the first and great- 
est “Cy"’ Young. It was on that date in 
1890, just twenty-six years ago today, 
that Denton Teoumseh Young donned 
the uniform of the Cleveland Nationals 
and pitched his first game in the ma- 
jors. That was the beginning of a 
pitching career which lasted for twenty- 
two years before old “Cy” finally doffed 
the diamond livery and retired to a 
well-earned rest on a farm in his native 
Ohflo. 

Twenty-two years a twirler in the 
big leagues is a record which will 
probably stand for years, perhaps cen- 
turies, to come. Christy Mathewson has 
fallen far short of Young’s record. Ed- 
die Plank got a very late start, and, 
while it is possible that he may stick it 
out until he is as old as “Cy” was when 
he retired, he will still be far short 
of Young in years of service. 

During this long career Young hung 
up many records for his successors to 
Shoot at. He pitched three  no-hit 
games, one for tne Cleveland Nationals 
and two for the Boston Americans. The 
first was in 1897, with Cincinnati as the 
victim. In 1904, for the Red Sox, he 
twirled the greatest game of his life 
against the Athletics, not a man reach- 
ing first base. Addie Joss was the only 
modern pitcher to perform this feat. 
Young’s last no-hit game was twirled 
in 1908, his last year with the Red' Sox. 

When Tom Hughes, of the Braves, re- 
cently pitched sixteen consecutive in- 
nings without a base hit being made off 


| his delivery, a lot of scribes pointed to 


the feat as a record-breaker. That must 
have made old “Cy” chortle. Young set 
a little record of that sort back in 
1904 which makes the Hughes figure 
look piffling. On the last day of April 
in that year Young went into the box 
in the third inning and pitched the re- 
mainder of the game, retiring twenty- 
one batsmen consecutively. The next 
time “Cy” was chosen for box duty 
was against the Athletics, and not a 
man of Connie Mack’s club got a hit, 
nor, for that matter, reached the initial 
bag. Having mowed down twenty-seven 
of the Philadelphia swatters in a row, 
Young was given Tiger-meat for his 
next meal. or the first seven innings 
of that contest Young held the Striped 
Cats hitless. This made a neat little 
record of twenty-three consecutive in- 
nings of hitless ball, and the successive 
retirement of sixty-eight batsmen. 

Young performed many other notable 
feats, such as pitching forty-five in- 
nings without being scored on. When 
he joined the Cleveland Nationals he 
had had only a brief minor league ex- 
erlence with the Canton club. Cleve- 
and got him from Canton for $500. 
He spent nine years with the Cleveland 
Nationals, then two seasons with the St. 
Louis Nationals, and eight years with 
the Boston Americans. He returned to 
Cleveland in 1909 and remained there 
until 1911, when he was given his un- 
conditional release, and finished out the 
season and his career with the Boston 
Nationals.

Triple Play Against Barons 


Not First Recorded at Ponce 


The triple play made by the Crackers 
in a recent game with the Birmingham 
Barons was not the first triple play ever 
made at Ponce de Leon by an Atlanta 
team, as was stated by the three local 
papers in their accounts of the game.

LOOMS VERY LARGE 


President Wilson Urged to 
Prevent Break Between 225 
Railroads and 400,000 Em- 
ployees--Men Favor Strike. 


Washington, August 2.—Officials of 
the federal government, including 
President Wilson, are closely watching 
developments in the controversy be- 
tween 225 railway systems and their 
400,000 employees, and are preparing 
to offer every possible aid in effecting 
an agreement and avoiding a strike. 

Today the president forwarded to the 
labor department an appeal he had re- 
ceived from the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States through Harry 
A. Wheeler, chairman of the chamber's 
committee on railroads, declaring a 
strike is inevitable “unless some strong 
measures of intervention are speedily 
introduced,” and urging an inquiry. 
Acting Secretary of Labor Post said 
tonight he was in close touch with the 
situation, but had not decided whether 
action by the department would be 
necessary. 

The federal board of mediation and 
conciliation, which is authorized by 
law to attempt to avert strikes on rail- 
roads, also is watching the develop- 


merce committees and to representa- 
tives of the railroads and the em- 
ployees. The chamber is considering 
calling a conference here to impress 
congress with the advisablity of im- 
mediate action. 

Mr. Wheeler said he had recently at- 
tended a meeting of representatives of 
the employers and employees in New 
York and that as a result his convic- 
tion was deepened that an amicable 
settlement was remote. » 

“J am assured,” he added, “there 
will be no modification of the attitude 
of the roads. Neither is it expected 
that the representatives of the men, 
with the new power of the striké vote 
in their hands, will recede from the 
position which they have taken here- 
tofore. 

“The United States board of media- 
tion and conciliation may come into 
the matter at this point, but without 
effect, in my judgment, in bringing 
these mere ree factions together. 
Finally, arbitration may be discussed 
and the break will come when the 
roads absolutel refuse to arbitrate 
the demands of the men and the men 
refuse with equal force to admit into 
the arbitrations the contingent pro- 
posals of the roads. 

Ne Ray of Light. . 

‘tT must confess in this situation, 
after talking most earnestly with both 
parties to the controversy, that I see 
no ray of light nor any possibility of 
averting a serious catastrophe.” 

In a message to the heads of the rail- 
road brotherhoods, Mr. Wheeler said 
he hoped he was wrong in his view of 
the gravity of the situation, but that 
“the public’s jnterest in the contro- 
versy and the pwblic has a right to 
know whether any increase in cost of 
operation arising from the adjustment 
of the differences between the brother- 
hoods and the railroads is to be passed 
on for final payment by an increase in 
rates for transportation.” 

In anticipation of a general confer- 
ence here on the question, the chamber 
has sent to all commercial bodies in 
the country copies of the letter to the 
president with a request that each 
send a representative to such a meet- 
ing.
